; TO MOUNT VERNON. 
—_— Washington, 25th Dec. 1822. 


As neither house of congress meets to-day, 
and a genuine New-England snow-storm ren- 
ders the fire-side the most comfortable place of 
resort, I shall amuse myself, if not our readers, 
with a sketch of an excursion to Mount Ver- 
won. The very name awakens a thousand as- 
sociations, with which every one has been fa- 
miliar from his boyish days, impressed as they 
are upon the memory by history and song—by 
the earliest legends of the nursery, as well as 
the profoundest lessons of philosophic wisdom. 
Time, and the narrow limits of a letter, would 
not permit me to trace these associations, did I 
feel myself competent to the task of retouch- 
ing themes, upon which the orator, stateman, 
and sage have lavished their eloquent pane- 
gyrics, and which poetry has found too sacred 
for the frolics of fancy—too perfect for the 
embellishments of fiction. What most others 
have failed in, I shal! not have the temerity to 
attempt ; and although I am going to the re- 
tirement and the tomb of WasuincTon, those of 
my readers who choose to accompany me may 
expect to hear little of the man, who was 
“ first in war, first in peace, and first in the 
hearts of his tellow citizens.” A hasty mem- 
morandam ofa visit, which was accomplished 
ia the narrow circle of a single day, with an 
imperfect description of December scenery in 
the Potomac, will constitute the contents of 
this letter. 

Major R , of the United States Army, 
and myself had agreed to perform a pilgrimage 
to this spot in company, and agreeably to pre- 
vious arrangements, we sct out at 3 o’ciock on 
Thursday morning, with an intention of travel- 
ling as far as Alexandria in the steam-boat, and 
there taking a gig, coach, or horses, as the 
case might be, tor Mount Vernon. But finding 
that the steam-boat Potomac was on that day 
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to descend the river, and would land us at 


Mount Vernon at an hour which would suit our 
convenience, we chose the latter mode of con- 
veyance, since it was more expeditious, and 
would at the same time afford us a better view 
of the Potomac and its banks. After walking a 
circuit of several miles in reaching the point 
of departure, we embarked at the bridge of 
the Potomac, and soon found ourselves hurry- 
ing down this noble river. The view of the 
city from the water, half concealed as it was 
by wreaths of smoke and the obscurity of the 
morning, with the Capitol and Presideni’s 
house towering over the contiguous buildinys, 
was truly magnificent. At intervals the sur 
breaking through the cluuds which bung in the 
eastern herizon, and partially illumining the 
high grounds near the clegant seat of Mr. Cus- 
tis, on the Virginia shore, presented a splendid 
prospect of light and shade. 

There are three principal channels in the 
Potomac immediately below the Bridge—the 
eastern, middle, and western. Between them 

‘tthe water is so shoal, that at low tides and dry 
seasons the sand makes its appearance. We 
descended the first of these channels, which is 
the deepest, and into which the East Branch 
discharges itself over a bar, having at the most 
favourable seasons not more than 17 or 18 feet 
water. The passage to and from the Navy 
Yard is therefore at times extremely inconven- 
ient for large vessels, which are compelled to 
Make use of lighters to enable them to pass the 
bar. In other respects, this broad and quiet 
arm of the Potomac, secured on a'l sides trom 
the violence of winds and waves by the high 
banks, forms a commodiousharbour. A glance 
at its placed waters as we passed brought to 
mind the port so beautifully described by a 
Latin poet : 

Hic fessas non vincula naves 

Ulla tenent, unco non alligat ancuora morsn. 

One of the firat objects that attracte 1 our at- 
‘tention, was the immense number of wild ducks, 
which literally darkened the waters of the Po- 
tomac. In a short journey of fifteen miles, we 
passed myriads of them, and were told they are 
equally numerous in all the waters of the Ches- 
apeaxc. They have become so accustomed to 
the steam-boat, as to swim within musket shot, 
anu are frequenily killed by the passengers for 
amusement, since the Loat cannot stop to pick 
them up. This is the more to be regretted, 
since thy are most of them caavas backs of the 
finest quality. Strange as it may seem, al- 
though these delicious birds are hovering about 

by thousands in the very precincts of the city, 
there ave none in our markets, while I see by 
the New York papers, that Sykes and Nibto, 
he the other caterers of delicacies, living at

You 
know this place has been famous for its ex- 
portations of flour ; but we were informed that 
this trade has greatly declined within a few. 
years. Very little of this article is now taken 
to New-York and the Eastern states for home 
consumption, owing to the supplies furnished 


ed up through the woods. 





from the interior of those sections of the coun 
try. Flour from the western part of the state of | 
New-York, now commands the highest prices ; 
in the Boston market ; and Maine, which, as | 
long as its great interest was the lumber trade, 
looked to the South for its supplies of bread ; 
stufls, has become an agricultural state, and | 
produces wheat and other grain in sufficient | 
‘quantities for home consumption.—These | 
causes will continne to operate until the North- , 
ern states, by means of large manufacturing es- | 
tablishmenis, shall contain a population too 
numerous to be supported by their own soil, ; 
and be again compelled to look to the South for | 
flour. This is one among many argumeits, to | 
prove, that the Southern states are blind to | 
their own interests in opposing -lomestic manu- | 
factures, and thereby preventing an increase of | 
popuiation at the North. 

but this is not the proper place for political | 
speculations, and I leave the regulations of the | 
flour trade to merchants, while we proceed | 
down the Potomac. Six or seven miles from | 
Alexandria, on the left bunk of the river, be- 
tween Goose and Piscataqua creeks, siands Fort 
Washington. The fortress is erecied ona high 
point of land projecting into the Potoinac, and 
elevated 40 or 50 feet above the water. A 
more ¢cligible site vould not have been select- 
ed, since it commands the river both above and 
below, the only navigable channel of which 
passes directly under the guns of the battery, 
within the distance of a few rods. With all | 
these advantages, and with a country in the 
rear affording a safe retreat at any moment, | 
this fort having about forty guns, and an ade- 
quate number of men, was blown up and desert- ' 
ed in the summer of 1844, on the appearance 
of a small British fleet beiow. Captain Gordon, 
who commanded the british squadron, is re- 
ported to have said, alter his arrival at Aiexan- 
dria, that had a single gun been fired from the 
battery, asa signal that resistance should be 
made, ke never should have attempted to nass, 
and the destruction of property at Alexandria, 
would of course have been prevented.—Capt. 
Dyson at (Lat time commanded the fort; but 
whethev (ie act of bowing up the works should 
he attribuied to ins own pusillanimity, orto the 
orders of his superiors. is one of those myste- 
ries in which ali military operations in this 
quarter are stili invoived, and may perhapa 
never be satisfactorily explained. ‘This officer 
has since paid the debt of nature, and it becomes 
us to tread lightly upen his ashes. 

We were to!d an anecdote of Capt. Gordon, 
which | do not recollect to have seen, although 
it was probably noticed in the papers of that 
day. When the British squadron in ascending | 
the Potomac had arrived opposite the tomb of : 
Washington, he directed a national salute to be 
tired, and his band to play in the first place, 
God save the King, and afterwards Hau Colum- 
bia. ‘Lhis transaction was probably intended as | 
a mark of respect to the ashes of the Hero ; | 
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but if was a tribute which our country, under | 
ssch circumstanccs, could not receive without 
disgrace. 

Immediately after doubling a small point 
nearly opposite the Fort on the right bank of | 
the river, we caught the first glance at Mount 
Vernon, and thence had a full and fair view of 
this consecrated spot, till we arrived at the 
place of our landing a mile ortwo below. The 
emotions excited by the first glance were per- 
fectly indescribable, though nearest resembiing | 


the thrill felt in reading a sublime passage of | 
eloquence or poetry. In a moment, the accu- 
mulate.! thoughts of years rushed upon the mind 
and everwhelmed its powers. Although every 
passenger was upon deck, not a word was 
spoken ; but all stood silently gazing as if lost 
in reverie. Each individual was famiuar with 
the story, aud required nothing but the scene 
to awaken his assoCiations and absorb his nind 
in retlection. 

On a bleak December morning, every object | 


in the landscape was in strict harmony, and | 
served to deepen the solemnity of feeling, | 
which in some degree would be experienced at 
the gayest seasons of the year, when Vernon 
should be clothed in the verdure of spring or 
the luxuriance of summer. A white wooden 
building, two stories high, with a piazza in | 
front, is seen unostentaticuzly rising from the 
right bank of the river, which is here several 
hundred feet in height. The house is surround- 
ed by agreat varitty of forest trees, which with 
the curtain of native woods along the shore, 
must in the summer entirely conceal, or aiford |

Such is a view of Mount Vernon as you 
glide by its hallowed shades. We landed three 
quarters of a mile below the mansion, and walk- 
A circumstance oc- 
curred at our debarkation, which for a moment 
interrupted the sombre reflections in which the 
Major and myself had been indulging. The 
boat which took us ashore was unable to reach 
the strand by a rod or more, as it drew too 
much water for the soundings. The steam- 
boat was waiting our motion, and the only al- 
ternative appeared to be to plunge boat-deep 
into “the angry flood,” when a sturdy but 
kind-hearted oursman, pefceiving our reluct- 
ance, leaped in himself, and taking the Major 
upon his back landed him dry-shod épon the 
beach. I next mounted the shoulders of our 
hardy asststant and rode safe to land, escaping 
trom the waves of the Potoinac, as did the old 


, Anchises from the flames of Troy, borne on 


the back of the good Aieas. Such benevo- 
lence did not go entirely unrewarded. Besides 
our warm wishes that no cold might be taken 
by the adventure, an obolus was given to this 
son of Charon, to cheer his heart and dry his 
stockings.

THE VAULTS OF ST. MICHAN?s. 


It is not generally known that the metropolis 
of Ireland contains a very singular subterrane- 


ous curiosity--a burial-place, which, from the 


chemical properties of the soil, acts with a cer- 
tain embalming influence upon the bodies de- 
posited within it. I speak of the Vaults be- 
neath St. Michan’s Church—a scene where 
those who have the firmness to go down and 


look death in the face will fiad an instructive 


commentary upon the doctrines of moral humil- 
iation that are periodically preached above. 
You descend by a few steps into a long and 
narrow passage that runs across the site of the 
church ; upon each side there are excavated. 


, ample recesses, in which the dead are laid. 


There is nothing offensive in the atmosphere to 
deter you from entering. The first thing that 
strikes you is to find that decay has been more 
busy with the tenement than the tenant. In 


' some instances the coflins have altogether dis- 


appeared ; in others, the lids or sides have 
mouldered away, exposing the remains within, 
sti!l unsubdned by deuth from their original 
form. But the great conqueror of flesh and 
blood, and of human pride, is not to be bafiled 
with impunity. Even his mercy iv dreadful. 
It ina poor privilege to be itted to hold 
together for a century or soPentit your coffin 
tumbles in about your ears, and then to re-ap- 
pear, half skeleton, half mummy, exposed to 
‘ne gazes of a generation that can know nothing 
of your name and character beyond the prosing 
tradition of some moraiizing sexton. Among 
these remnants of humanity, tor instance, there 
is the body of a pious gentle-woman, who, while 
she continued above ground, shunned the eyes 
of men in the recesses ofa convent. But the 
vei! or death has not been respected. She

humous rarities, and one of the most valuable 
appendages of his office.

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. : 
By late arrivals some important intelligence has been 
received relative to the staie of Europe. The London ©

day, viz. “ That France had succeeded in enforcing 
the claim, which she had urged from the commence- 
ment of the sittings of the Congress, to the right of an 
armed intervention in the affairs of Spain.” Many of 
the distinguished members of the Congress at Verona 
were to have left it about the 25th of November ; from 
which circumstance it was inferred, that the main © 
points which had occupied the attention of the Con- 
gtess had been decided. '
